An extraordinary meeting of shareholders was 
held in the Oorapany’s nffico on Wodnesday, 11th 
February, 1874, at which it was resolved to re- 
open the share list of tho Company, whioh, it 
will ba reoolleoted, was closed upon the 1st of 
December last, and. up till which time 2195 
shares had been taken up.

THE TELEGRAPH QUESTION, 

Wei.lingtun, May 4th. 

Tbo Coiiiinissioncr. of 'J’elcgraphs fonvards 
this memo, with his conipUmonts i — ' ' ' 

As thu proocediags. which aro taking place in 
tl ]0 case of Mncasscy 1 ). Bell’ have cccasioncd 
donlits as to tlie power of the Telegraph Depart- 
nient to preserve telegrams froin scrntiiiy when 
litigants desire to obtain inforpiatiou wdiich may 
possibly aid them in pending suits, we have been 
requested -by the -Telegraph Commissioner to 
bricily explain what has taken place in reference 
to the Ciiso in quesr.iou. 

It ia, however, tieccasary til say that wliether 
or not such .a pywer slioulil exist, the law unques- 
tionably enaliloa a litigant to ooinjjcl tho prodiio- 
ticii of telegrams wliich aro descriljod and speci- 
fied ill the Btiiipfuna c.a!ling for , their pniduction 
—provided, of course, that tiioy relate to tho 
suit, .and affect tho parties thereto— and that, if 
they wore letters, they would not ho privileged. 
In the present instance, tlie rpiestiou is whether 
Unspecified telegrams arc liable to be produced 
in Court, ami .also whether they are liable to bo 
inspected lieforo production in Court. By un- 
specified telegrams is meant a general reference 
to any telegrams tliat may have jiassed between 
any persons, such reference being evidently made 
in ignorance of any especnal telegidin, but under 
the assumption or supposition that there have 
been sene telegrams roliivant to tbo matter. It 
m.ay further be explained that the order to in- 
speot before trial .nnsjiecilied telegrams, or in- 
deed, spooifled telegrams, as far as tiio depart- 
ment is aware, is without precedent. There is 
one precedent, at lea.st, for a subpociua to pro- 
duce unspecified telegrams in Court in the ease 
of the Taunton election. In that case, the tele- 
graph officer appeared with tho telegrams in 
Court, but was instructed to object to produce 
them. Being a witness only, he eould not have 
the case argued by counsel, but the Judge up! 
hold tho objection, expressly, however, intimat- 
ing that tbe ilecision was not to be regarded as a 
prccodent. In the case of Macaasey v. Bell, the 
plaintiff obLained an order to allow pbaiutiffi or 
bis solicitor to inspect all telegrams relating to 
the 3Li1|jeot matter of this action, without even 
specifying the persons between wiiom they 
passed, and thus making it necessary to expose 
telegrams passing between a number of persons, 
some of them not parties to the suit, and some of 
them standing in tho relation of clients and attor- 
neys to each other. A sidipmna was also served on 
anoificerof the Departincnttoproducennspeoified 
telegrams in Court, The names of some of tlia 
persons between whom the telegrams wore sup- 
posed to have passed were specified in the suh- 
poBur, Of these, two were not parties to tho 
suit, and the Department has since been informed 
tlicy steed in the relation of snlicitor and o'ient, 
and this solicitor was also solicitor to the defen- 
dant, The Dejiartincnt at oiiee decideil not to 
take any notice of the Judge's order. The plain- 
tiff wss given to underst.and that suo'i was the 
determination arrived .at, hut he took no step to 
enforce the order, tome time subsequently a 
rule nisi \yas obtained ’ny the defendant to upset 
the order, but with that the Commissioner bad 
nothiiic to do. He liad already decided to con- 
test tlie order on bclialf of the Department, it 
the plaintiff attempted to enforce it. In respect 
to the snbpojna it was at first decided to adopt 
the course pursued in the Taunton case — Imt to 
refuse to produce them unless tbe Judge ordered 
their production, it w-.as, however, expressly 
arranged with the plaintiff that tho fact of the 
search being made in order tluat tlie telegrams 
should be rejuly for production, w.ts not to pre- 
juilioe the objections tj be ofitred in Court 
against the Subpoena. Tbe telrgiams indicated 
in the subprena were selected and sent to Dun- 
edin, but subsequently, when it was considered 
that the case could not be argued in Court on 
behalf of the Department, .and that therefore 
I the Court would not probably decide more tb.an 
ill the 1 auntoii case, namely, tho point in the 
I I'articuhar, and when it wa.s further considered 
j liow important it \va.s to have at once decided 
the point as to whether tlio production of iin- 
specifletl telogranis was cnmpeliable. The Tele- 
gr.aph Commissioner took prococdii)g.s prior to 
the trial to test the sutiieiency and force of the 
snbjxcua, but Mr .lustice Chapin, an decided in 
those provecdiiigs that on various grounds the 
objection erndd not be urged on behalf of tbo 
Telegraph Otiicor or tbe Department, but only 
by the defoiid,ant at the trial. The Telegriiph 
Coinmissioucr then came to the cr.nclnsioii to iii- 
st met tho officer to refuse to produce the tele- 
grams, §o tliat on a rule to atLacb the witness 
for coiitemjit being imwed for, the Telograpli 
Department might on the argument urge^tlnat 
there is no power to siibpceua an officer to pro- 
duce unspecified telegrams. It will be tbii.s soon 
that tbe Departmeut is jealously guarding the 
secresyof tho Telegraph, and is "determined to 
do so, unless after argument . tbe Supreuie Court 
decide that the law otherwise requires.

A week or two ago, the Dunstan Times 
indulged in . a groan of misery at the neglect 
which, it prote.stcd, the peop'e of the Cromwell 
district had shown towards the Dunstan Hospital 
in the matter of subscriptions ; and jealously 
l.iiiited that selfishness, in view of the local hnspi- 
taVwhich we in this district are making exertions 
to obtain, was the cause of tho decrease it declared 
had taken place. ' A few facts and figures we 
have obtained put this matter in quite a different 
light. From May 1872, when the Cromwell 
Local Committee was constituted, till May 1873, 
£3.35 was the sum subscribed throughout the dis- 
triut. The Ixwal Committee then rested on their 
oars. Being the first year, they had made a 
special effort, and it will be rememberedsucceeded 
in getting up .a bazaar., the proceeils from which 
amounted to £97. 'thus the actual subscriptions 
for' that year vVere £2G0. In July 1873 the Com- 
mittce made another start in tho wa.y of colfeot- 
ing ; and up to February of this year, when all 
the lists distributed were returned, the sum they 
hail collected ■was £230, which instead of a de- 
creaiie; was actually for tho second year, in the 
face of the special efforts of the first year of their 
Bxi.5tence, an increase of £20. The Izwal Com- 
mittee have really done extremely geod service in 
the matter of collecting funds for the Dunstan 
Hoapiital, and the parent committee have alw.ays 
been .glail to noknowlcilgc this. Tlio growling of

: ’ THE TYPHOID EPIDEMIC. 

' Dr Coughtrey, the medical gentleman ap- 
pointed by his ‘Honor the Superintendent to 
■ visit -Crdniwoll-for 'the pur^ae of* rep6rting bh 
the disease which for tho last three or four 
prevailed to so great an extent in 
this' district/ arrived last Friday morning. Ho 
tost no time in getting to work, and during Fri« 
day andpartiof -fiatunlay, was entirely engaged 
in making the enquiries and collecting the infor* 
mation necessary to the fnlRIment of his duty ; 
inspecting every part of the town, and on Satur- 
day visiting one dr two of the nearest outlying 
districts in which fever had Also shown itself. 
He left Cromwell by the Saturday afternoon’s 
coach. , Before his departure, at his request the 
Town Conncil . was called together, that he 
might aiMreas them on the subject* anticipating 
fop their benefit, to some extent, the information 
which .will be, contained in his report. The 
meeting was called for two o’clock, and at that 
hour the Mavor and all the Councillors assent* 
bled in 'the Town-hall 

Op Coiiglitrey being introduced to the Oonncil 
by the Mayor, said, as known to them, he 
had been sent bv his Honor the Superintendent 
to report goiiOraUv upon' the epidemic that was 
afflicting their -town, and to suggest proper 
means to remove it. There was no <1oiiht at all, 
he miriit 8vv, that the charccterof the fever was 
typhi'»id, nnd;th"t of a pure type ; while there 
coiild ns little, doubt that it arose from the 
bad Rahitarv condition of the town. He had 
ffOne car^f^illyinto the matter, seeing everything 
for him«’rif ; allowing himself to be influenced in 
nO’Wise by the opinion of others. And he was 
Rorry to say that from a saiiitory point of 

vie’-v were in a dcnlorahlc condition. Tbp 
drainage aiu^ wat'‘'p-gnpp!y wore matters needing 
immediate attention. An ex-anniiation into 
the^e matters showed 'him facts and circum* 
stances in c^nneotion udth them that ^^t 

to exist. All along the course of tho watcr-rnco 
supplying the town, he found closct.'i .above ita 
level ; and in one instance a nrivy av.ns really 
within two feet of the The e.arth wiis of 

an e>:cc£yl»ng1y porous n dure, and the matter 
from jirivifls wormed its way into tho \vat-=^r race 
from which the town wns sunplied. Then the 
tanks put in at difl'creutp.irtsi of the pacebv pri- 
vate narties were in a verv dilapidated and un- 
satisfactory atnfce. From Hicpide of one nf thuse, 
he couM positively seranc horse or cow mnmire. 
Others were nearly as bad : the lids were broken 
ami make-.shifts made which allowed all kin'Ts 
of filth and rubbish to got into the tanks. The 
race at % Chinese garden outside the town al&o 
received a quanlity of rlrdetcrioua matter; and 
generally .along its whole course it was open to 
all kinds of impurities. The water, however, 
was not the ]>riinary cause of the epidemic, hut 
no doubt helpcil it on. The dvatnnge was what 
he would most particularly call attention to. 
From moat- of the houses, the sewage nan un- 
derneath the huilding, thence into a gutter nin* 
niiig alongside, theuce across the pavement into 
the open strect-gntteri and thence down to tho 
bridge. Along the of the Kawaraii. the 
Soil was full of animal m-itter ; a-nd the infiltra- 
tion li.ad gone on so long, .and to such an extent, 
that the soil was now overcharged,- and could 
deodorise no more. In one nlace on the bank, 
lie saw sheep-hones and offal, which had no 
doubt been thrown thiire when the flesh was on 
them. . Typhoid fever was festered by condi- 
tions of. this nature. Ko soigJe place in the 
town, he helioved he was correct ju saving, coii- 
taincil anyprivy .accommodation except of acess- 
pool nature, and all oxcremcilt and such fetid 
matter soaked into the ground. If these were 
cleaned out, tho matter was thrown down the 
hank, or perhaps buried, in as close iind conve- 
nient ft spot as possible. This kind of thing h.ad 
been allowed to go on, and the result wm the 
breaking nufc of an epidetnic. The general term 
for typhoid was autumnal or cesspool fever. It 
generated from effluvia and filth, in the first in- 
stance ; and no doubt spread by being carried 
from one part of the town to another in the 
clothes of persons and so on. The' fever was 
not bipught into the town ; he had made en- 
quirics; and could find nothing to warrant that 
oTimirm. •' It ATn.se gponkancnusly, becamo conta- 
gious, and so had spread. It had existed m«re 
or less for three yeai’S in tho district, and had 
Always been more violent in the antunin, that 
is, in March, April, and May. He would speak 
of it m-ne fully iu his rcpurb of course, but 
would now give a few hints aa to how it might 
bo abated, and its return prevented. Ho be- 
lieved the Omiccil li^uT a set of byo-Iaws in ex- 
istence, but through some legal informality, they 
could not be. juit into operation. Something 
should ho done to this end at onco. The inhabi- 
tants must rnsort to carth-closots ; th.at was im- 
perative. There was sure to be a return of the 
epidemic else. Tlie earth used should lio of o 
loamy nalnrc, and the boxes should be cleared 
frequently. It would bo almost necessary to 



employ a mac to pco that tlio^o directions wore 
fully carried out. ' I'ivorywhcixj about the town, 
ho saw a great quantity of rubbish ; old cloth, 
straw, old boots, ami so forth. This Hfiould bo 
all collected, and Inimt. "I'lio excremout of the 
sick and their liuon alnmU all l>e burnt .at somo 
iliebanco from tlm town ; beyond tho cemetery, 
for inst.a«ce. 'I’hc water used by tho town 
should 1)0 purified j arrd tho speak or explained 
tho coiuitructioa of a very sirnplo filter lie bad 
soon used, which would auewer temporarily, It 
merely cojiaistcd ’of a wooden box in the race, 
with a hole at one end ; tho filter being a couple 
of pieces of flannel, coiilnining charcoal from, 
wqod^of a non-rc'^iiious nature. O’he bank, of 
tho. Kawarau rciinirod a copious applic<ation 
chloride of linie.iv'Tho* R.waping carried out by 
the Corporation was incroly a surface sorafnng, 
atwl tiHfi'e than that was re*iuired. ".4‘([UJintity 

of perm.anganato of potash, or as it is generally 
called, Coudy’a .Fluid, should be got;. it w:>-^ one 
of the befit diniiifectants, and would he highly 
useful iu wasilungout.the tanks before admitting 
the filtered water. Some iimnediate steps should 
bo taken lo, cle<aii tho race from where the water 
left the pipes, along the torraeo to tho Clutha.- 
It was in a very bad state.' He then went on 
to apeak of the best source of water supply for 
Ci'oimvell. The Lawburu creek wa*er travelled 
tQo far through a pasturage country to reach 
Cromwell in a fit and proper state of purity. 
Firewood creek wa.^ in his opinion the best 
source of supply. It was close a t hand ; there 
^vero naUiral advantages thatconld be utilised 
in building reservoirs to, store the water ; nnd 
the. pressure to be obkiined would not only 
be of pine in case of lire,' but would afford an 
opportunity of thoroughly cleansing back-yards 
and gutte*^. Ho tfiouglit, if care were taken 
to get a fair- and* fiiiJficient sample of the water 
for analysis, Hr Black’s report on it might be 
u ^ favourable nature ; and he explained 
the beat plan of taking water from the creuk 
jix order to bo sure that the sample was a fair 
Average purity. Hr Conghtrey con- 
cluded by saving that he would be awanting 
m hu duty if he failed to give expression to 
his opinion that proper steps had not been taken 
by the Corporation to avert or remove the sourcfi 
of disease. Piggeries and slaught-ery.anls should 
have been removed, and the water-roco cleared 
out long ago. Of course, at present he was 
oiil'V akimmiTig the suvfacenf things as it were; 
in his report to the Superintendent he would I 
go deeper into p.articuiars. He h:id tried in (Jo 
his duty thoroughly, but poMihly there were 
mattery rec:ardtng winch the Council might 
give him information, and he would he hapnv 
to listen to any suggestioas, or answer any 
questions. Doubtless he wmild visit Cromwell 
again, and he hoped on that occasion to see a 
better ,anc^ more healthy condition ofthin«g. 

The Tov/n Clerk would remind Hr Coughtrev 
that the to’wn-race ran tbrongh private property, 
and some diffioulty mieht tbereFoi*e be expoli-: 
encod in getting persons to remove their water- 
closets. 

Hr Coughtrey was glad of the information. 
He had forgotten to make mention of one matter. 
Was it not possible to construct a large seaver 
along the bank of the K.awaraii, and anotiuT on 
the face of tlie terrace, the two meeting at the 
junctioii of tho two rivers, and di-scharging at 
low water mark? Tins, he thought, would be 
an excelhintsiiheme of drainage. Another iissist- 
iogcmise of the fever, he might mention, was the 
dryne'^s of the climate. A Prcnch Oouiinission, 
in ISdfi, appointed to inrpiirDinto the causes of a 
very .severe tvohoid cpiileniic which had swep^ 
France, imtcd that in drv weather typhoid was 
more markedly prevalent. If there were plenty 
of rain, soaking the ground and causing thr* 
gniw'h of nUots. Mature had a chance t-o >e- 
lieve herficlf. It was a theorv in recrard to the 
origin of cholera and other disc-ases that excre- 
ment and such maiter. beiog thrown out, be- 
comes drv. and is carried in the air, giving 
to an immense amount of disease. He would 
press upon their notiiie the f:iet that the sickiie-ss 
was 1 vjQixl loss iu a trade point r>E view ; people 
were shy of comiug to tli^ town, whicJi h.'>d a 
bad name on every side. He would give a plain 
statempnt in his report nf the state of things lie 
had found existing, .and of tho mc.a^nre3 neces- 
.sarv to improve the condition of the town. He 
did not know ho\s’ the Council s^ood in regard to 
peenn’orv mal tera ; bfit perhaps his rn]iort would 
act as a kind of lever oii the Government in the 
way of mduciug them to aid the f'nrporation in 
carrying out such works as might be decided 
npnn. 

In answer to Or Jolly, Dr Ooiighl.rey said lui 
certainly thought the proposed manure depot 
was too near the town.; it should he ut lcr*st 
quarter nf a mile bevnml the rometcrv The 
high vtiti.ls sn proviilent in I he ilisli iet ivnnM re- 
move oven tlie eivliteon inoiics nf unit gnc'i as 

it was— with which it was prnpnecil tn cover the 
manure ; the manitrc wnnhl ho blown into the 
r.ace, ami tluis would to an extent heeono the 
food of animals instead nf plants, as Nature in- 
tended. There rvere qrasses which we.iihl hind 
the soil and prevent it from heini; blown ahiint 
as .at present, qrcatly to the dcti imcntof cleanli- 
ness and health ; the seed mii;ht he nlitaincl at 
very trilhoq cost. A plain he hnew in South- 
West Lanca.shii*e, which ten years aoo was quite 
useless, I'cimr so sandy and ‘diy. now gave a 
revenue of £,Sn0fl a year ; .and this haiipv change 
had been brought about by sowing such grasses 
as he had spoken of. 

Cr .folly asliedif ohjcetionsniightnnt he raised hv 

towns lower down the Molyneux if drainana wore 
ihseharged, as he snogested, into that river ? — 
ho doubt, said Dr Coiightrev, there would he 
objections ; hnt from hi.r knowledge of the river 
and the towns on its hanks, he thonpht the oidv 
town which conM in justice complain was that 
at tdio month' of the river—Bort Molvnenx, 

Or Shiinly said- the Lowhnrn water had heeio 
used hv f’ro.Tiw'ell for tho Jnat eh’ven yea/a, .and 
the health of the iuhabitants had neamr pre- 
viously sufliire.!.— Dr Cnui-htrey oxolaincd that 
the w.ater, as he liad -said, did not cause t’oe 
di8e.aae ; it only coetrihnttd tn its continiiani-e. 
The prim.ary and real eanso was the c.vistciic.s of 
uu*aaoci-s ami eeaapnols, 

Gr .folly simpe-stcd to ]lr Gnughtrevthat in his 
report he slumH give statistics of the mortaTitv 
of Ormtiwu'l from vo’r to year. — Dr ( 'oiiohtrey 
had arriiu.^ed for this. He might oieution that 
from Ampist 1803 totfaylT;} thm-e ha.l bec-i 
77 deaths in the distriet,. of wh’eh 22, or one- 
third, had occurred W'ithin the last ten aveeUs 
Groinwcll was in a he'dthy situation, and if ]iro- 
per care had t>cen taken, shnnid c.n tainlv have 
escaped this epidemic, 'rhu habits of the po..pIu 



were no diiiiht ouo of the nniii pix'ilisiiiu'ir.g 
cansus to (his l'ev.;i', Hu need h.anlly teli them 
of tho fact that koihu of Liiu fainiliuB in the tiiwii 
did net pii.s3css a privy at all ; aud’this was nut 
a proper ttuto nf tliiiigs v/lieiu iltildreiiwere niii.

Ho had seen a drove of pigs the yiruvious even- 
iug at the Ghiiiuao garden ho lead inciitioued ;

for the night while paasiiig tlimngh, still it was 
a fact that they were there, ftucks imd ..yeese 
aliin ro.imod ahont, nnd -aii open r.ace wnn hmin l 
to receive their .attoctiiin. In oonliii itimi witli 
tho subject of mortality statislics, he lin.1 m- 
raiigcilto visit the Dnnstiiii flospital, so that ho 
would he in possession of very lull iiifonriabieii 
on this head. .AuoHieriii'i.!-.lia’ to which liu n oiild 
direct attention was tho onnditinn of the staM: s 
ill tho t.iwii, I’iaqteries iin.l slaiigliter-yards 
they eonlil remove ; but stables they cmild nnc. 
In towns in Eheland and other countries, stables 
were eompellerl to have .a (l igred poci! in winch 
to temporarily store inamire, so il.agged that no 
soakayo could t,aku place, Thcbu things rei|uired 
attending to more parlioiilai ly where the sand 
was S'l loose and jiorous, aa in this town. Crom- 
well was not alone in ita enlFering from this epi- 
demic ; Auckli'nd was affected in a similar way. 
and well doaerved to he so, 

A question having been asked aa to the treat- 
ment of jiatiente. Dr Cniightrey paid a high com- 
pliment to the skill of the local medical men, 
and expressed himself jierfiiailed of the wisdom 
of their treatmaut, .'L’he average mortality in 
sqcU diseases was one in seven ; and the average 
in Cromwell had been much le.ss.' 

, Gr Grant wished to know why, if the disease 
was of a contagious nature, and liable to he car- 
ried from_ place to place in a person’s clothes, 
the inhabitants had not been informed of it, so 
that they might have taken preoantions? — Dr 
I'oughtrey said he was almost sorry ho had been 
asked this question. He w.as now making in- 
quiries how far any such warning had hecn 
given. Evidently there bad been no offieial in- 
formation, such as by letter to the Council, and 
be wn.s not in a position tn say to what extent 
warning had been given privately. 

Or Jolly proposed, and Or Shanty seconded, a 
vote of thanks to Dr Coughtrey for the informa- 
tion he had just given them. 'I'hey could aU 
hoar witness to the trouble he h.ad' taken to ac- 
qniro inforiuation in regard to this epidemic, and 
to the manner in which lie had gone about his 
duty, without fear or favour. — This -was carried 
by acclamation, and the meeting then dispersed.

well do they deserve it ; for no part/ of men 
could pocsibly have displayed move indomi- 
table persovoranoe and energy than they liave 
done during the last three years, and that 
against dilliculties of no ordinary kind.

Mr Wilson for plaintiif j Mr Cowan for defen- 
dant, who did not appear. ■ ' 

Evidence having been given, his Worship, in 
looking over the bill of particulars, said he conld 
not allow for several single bottles of grog which 
were set down. Under the Tippling Act, it was 
impossible to recover for grog supplied of the 
valueof leas than twenty shillings, Mr Wilson ex* 
plained that the plaintiff hiul held a bottle 
license, and ■wished to know wherein consisted 
the virtue of it, M r Bimpson said such a license 
gave pwer to sell by the eingle bottle, but no 
mention ivas made of recovering at law, which, 
as he had said, was forbidden by the Tippling 
Act. ■ . 

Judgment was given for £33 lls. 5d., without 
any reference to execution, on the understanding 
that defendant would file a fresh schedule of 
baidirnptcy, his former application never having 
passed thrniigh all its stages. 

AN.V BOX y. LILIAN CUTLER. 

Tile plaintiff claimed £4‘lf)s. , being amount of 
coach fare and other moneys advanced by her to 
defendant, in Dunedin, on the agreement of de- 
fendant to j.roceed to Cromwell as a servant for 
plaintiff's hotel. 

hir Wilson for plaintiff ; Mr Cowan for defen- 
dant, who paid £1, being one week’s wages re- 
ceived by her in advance, into Court. 

Mr 'Wilson stated tho case. Plaintiff hired 
defendant in Duned'n, through Miss Cane, as a 
general servant ; Imt defend, ant, on arrival in 
Cromwell, rofiused to accept tho situation. He 
produced agroement, 

Mr Cowan, for defendant. ..admitted the agree- 
ment, and also the fact of liaving received the 
suras of inon-ay mentioned in the plaint-nnto. 

Mrs Box, being sworn, deposed that Mias 
Cane hifcri defendant in Dunedin, and that the 
money was paid by her to defendant as stated. 
Her step-son telegraphed to her in Dunedin th.at 
the defsnda-ct refused to come to her house. 
When she came to Cromwell herself, a few days 
afterwards, she went to Kelly’s hotel, where the 
girl v/as staying, and asked her to fulfil her 
.agreement. Tlin girl appeared willing ; but she 
ivas stopped by 'iilrs Keilv and others. She did 
not blatne the girl one bit, but those that put 
her up to it. 

Cross-examined : She did not receive any 
letter in Dunedin from defendant ; neither did 
Miss Cane. Miss Cane was in a regular way 
about it, and advised her to sue tho girl. She 
6, aw tho girl in Dunedin, and liked her appear- 
ance. Wl,eu she engaged the girl, sire said no- 
thing .about her house being a ciuiet, respectable, 
ci')mfortable hou'-ic, nor did she authorise Miss 
Cane to toll her so ; still, it was a house of that 
description. .She had said it was as good as any 
house ill CroinwcU. She liehaved like a lady to 
the girl ; gave her .€2, part for a week’s hoard, 
anil part for travelling expenses, besides paying 
her coach -fare, and her share of Miss Cane’s fee. 
And she was an honest woman, and all she de- 
sired was her own. 

To his Worship : They .always sent rubbish of 
girls to her, so she -went down to Dunedin ou 
purpose to eng.age one. 

Mr Co^R'.an argued that the defendant was in- 
duced to leave Dunedin on tho false and fraudu- 
lent representation that Mrs Box’s house was 
rpiiet and respectable. He'oalled 

Lilian Cutler, who said she saw Mrs Box in 
Dunedin at the time of engagement. Mrs Box 
told lier the house was quiet, respectable, and 
o'lmfortable ; while Miss Cane said it was one of 
the moat nrspeeiable houses in Cromwell. She 
would not have left Dunedin except on. those re- 
presentations. Everywhere during the journey 
up, when she mentioned where she was going, 
people saiil it was a pity that any respectable 
girl sliniiiil go to such a house. The ooachmau 
fi'om Clyde to Cromwell advised her not to go ; 
and, h.aving taken his .advice, everyone said she 
was rprite right in not going, Mrs Kelly, at the 
place whore the coach stopped, offered to let her 
stop a few d.ays, and since then had engaged her, 
hut was not to pay her coach-fare. 

Cross-examined by Mr Wilson : She did not 
generally mention her priv.ate affairs, but the 
■I'Gasnn she did on the road was that Mrs Box 
told her all she had to do while travelling was 
to mant’on her name, and she would be atten- 
tively .and kindly treated. She was told by 
many that no girl who stayed any time at Mrs 
Box’s onul '' get into .a respectable situation after- 
wards. Her impression was that it was a rowdy 
house ; drunken diggers and so on. if all she 
heard was tine, she had no hesitation in saying 
that M ra Box was only served quite right if she 



It was very unlikely she would gat it next year. 

Sergeant Casscls said the house had been 
quieter lately, He believed it got a worse ii.ame 
than it deserved. Mrs Box had got good ac- 
commodation in her house, and kept good 
liquors. — To his Worship ; Mrs Box was hot- 
tompored, and had a bad tongue. ■ He would 
most certainly not allow any female connection 
of his to serve there. 

Mr Simpson, in giving judgment, said it was 
evident the house could not be described as a re- 
spectable, quiet house. Mrs Box had therefore 
made a false representation, which had induced 
the defendant to leave Dunodin. Judgment 
would be given for £1, and costa of Court, 9a. 
One case in connection with the house had come 
before him, tho circumstances of which did not 
justify him in refusing a license ; hut certainly, 
if he had heard such a report from the police on 
the Licensing day as he had heard from Sergeant 
Casaels to-day, ha would have advised the Com- 
missiouera to refuse a license to Mrs Box.

The consequences re.5nlting in such ease 1 will 
shortly stats. (1) The machines will he com- 
pelled to stop for want of coal, thereby causing 
the produetifin of gold to ccaso to an amount 
upon which the duty w'onld ho much in excess 
of tho man’s wages. (2) The men employed at 
the raachinea, as well as all those in the claims, 
will be thrown out of employment in the w'orst 
time of the year, and the majority of them com- 
pelleii to leave in search of it elsewhere. (.3) 
The companies will thoreiiy he placed at consi- 
derable disadvantage, as they will not be ab'e 
to find other men eqii.ally suited to their purpose 
for a long time. 

It comes to a question as to whether it is 
better to pay the wages of one man for throe 
months and have a good road for a long period, 
or by not doing so cause all the evil consequences 
above-mentioned to result. I think the question 
is not difficult to answer. 

As a matter hearing close relationship to this 
snbjeot, I beg to rcin.ark that in my opinion a 
serious mistake lias been committed somcivliere 
in making Carrickton the tcrniinns of such Go- 
vernment repairs. They should surely have been 
extended to the Elizabeth and Star aud-Oak 
batteries. Or was the item placed on the Esti- 
mates solely for the advantage of Carrickton 
publicans and Cromwell spirit-merchants ? So 
far as the Carrickton general publ’c are con- 
cerned, the matter of greater facilities for car- 
tage does not affect them beneficially, as uob- 
blers maintain the price, and very little else is 
sold there, the principal supply of other goods 
being packed, which could be done no matter 
how bad the road. 

But the repairs stop dead when they reach the 
publicans, notwithstaudin,g that the 300 yards 
or so of road on the otlier side of Carrickton up 
to the mooliinea, upon which both quartz and 
coal are being carted, have always been in a 
much worse state for want of repairs than the 
other part. Does not this look strange compared 
with the fact that the coal alone carted to these 
machines is at least six times greater in quantity 
than the whole of the other goods carted to Car- 
rickton ; and the quartz quadruple the coal in 
wei.sht ? 

I think you will agree with me that these 
companies are the mainstay of the pl.ace, 'With- 
out them there would be no Carrickton. Such 
enterprise as they have exhibited, I think more 
deserving of reco.gnition by the Government than 
any claims that business people can put forth. I 
may mention that they have boou at cousiderahle 
e.xpense in trying to keep this road even in the 
miserable state hi which it has been kept ; but 
I believe a small judicious outlay under the di- 
rootion of the Engineer would make it passable ; 
■without which the evil consequences alluded to 
arc very likely to occur. 

Should no money be av.ailable for outlay unon 
this part of the road, perhaps our M.P.C., who

PROVINCIAL COUNCIL. 

Wednesday, May 6. 

After several adjournments, in consequence 
of tli 0 _ non-formation of an Executive, the 
Council mot on Wednesday, the 6th. 

NEW GOVERNMENT. 

A nnes.sage from the Superintendent was 
received, informing the Council that he had 
appointed Donald Reid, Esq., Provincial 
Secretary and Secretary for Land .and Works ; 
George Tiimbnll, Esq., Provincial Trea- 
surer; Robert Stout, Esq., Provincial Soli- 
citor; George Murray Webster, Esq., and 
George Liimsdcn, Esq,, members of the Ex- 
ecutive Council. 

A MINING BOARD. 

Mr De Latour asked the Provincial Soore- 
tary whether the Government would be pre- 
pared to take advantage of tlie powers dele- 
gated to them under the Gold-fields Act, 

1 306, and tlio Amendment of 1867, to grant 
the desire expressed by the Mining Confo- 
ronccs of 1872 and 1874, “That a Mining 
Board to frarao their own bye-laws, should 
be appointed for the province of Otago.” 
Tho hon. member said he did not wish to 
press tile Government to give an answer at 
the present time, unless they made up their 
minds on the point, as it was a matter that 
would require serious consideration. 

Mr Reid said tho Government would take 
the matter into their serious consideration, 
and state what course they intended to take. 

THE GOVERNMENT. 

Mr Fish moved the adjournment of the 
House, in order to allow members an oppor- 
tunity of expressing an opinion as to the Go- 
vernment newly formed. Ho proceeded to 
criticise tho personnel of the Government at 
some length. It was an unholy alli.ance of 
the High-,street cliipio and tho squatting 
fraternity with Mr Reid’s party. 

Mr Reid replied at some length, 
unfair to express an opinion until a state- 
ment of the future policy of the Government 
had beon made.

Mr MacKellar asked t.he Secretary for 
Lands what steps had been taken during the 
recess to provide a Commonage for Crom- 
well district ; also to lay the correspondence 
which had taken place on the subject upon 
the table, and to give information wliieh 
might ho required to explain why the vote 
provided last session was allowed to lapse. 

Mr Reid said he believed that oertain 
steps were taken during the recess, but the 
Government were under the impression, up 
to a certain period, that they had no power 
to set aside land for the purpose mentioned. 
Ho understood that a legal opinion was taken 
in Dunedin, and was to the effect that the 
Government had no power to take land for 
that purpose. Subsequently, however, an 
application was made to the Attorney- Gene- 
ral. He (Mr Reid) would read that gentle- 
man’s opinion. It was as follows : — “ I am 
of opinion that licenses or leases may be can- 
celled under section 6 of the W.aste Lauds 
Act 1836. Lessees entitled to compensation 
under the Waste Land Act of 1872.” On 
the receipt of that opinion it was forw.arded 
to the Chief Surveyor, and it was also a re- 
commendation that a suitable block should 
bo laid off for the purpose. The reconimen 
dation was forwarded to the Chief Surveyor 
on the 16th April. He might state that it 
was proposed to renew the vote, because he 
had long felt that the town of Cromwell 
had a serious complaint ; and the papers 
showed that this cry for a block of land, and 
promises to grant it, had been made since 
1868. Steps therefore would be taken tn se- 
cure a block of land for the purpose. (Hear, 
hoar.) 

THE government POLICY. 

Mr Reid made a long st.atoment to the 
Council as to the views the Government held. 
At the conclusion of this statement, tho 
House adjourned.

Vipond, who had climbed to a 
place of' safety, where he was above the gas, 
returned to his mates, and at imminent risk 
to' his own life brought them to a p-aoo of 
safety, where they recovered their senses. 
The men dete'rmined to recognise his noble 
conduCt.in a suitabl - manner, and after con- 
sultation amongst themselves decided to pre- 
sent him with a suitable token in jewellery.” 

Gold has been discovered in large quanti- 
ties at the Cape .of Good Hope. The dia- 
ihond mines are deserted. One p,-irty in an 
hour took out 13ilbs of gold— one nugget 
weighed 41bs, . This gold was brought down 
to Kimberly dianiond-fields on Cliristmas 
Day and has, excited much admiration. A 
correspondent writes to the Zoiuioii Times 
saying : “ I know as facts of the following 
finds : — In one week a party dug out 15 ozs. 
next week 34 ozs, ; another party 100 ozs. in 
four weeks, and so on. Tho present number 
of diggers is about 600, and fully 800 are now 
also on their road from Kimberly. At Pil- 
grim's Rest there is also a rnsh of a highly 
satisfactory character. As showing what is 
thought of the gold-fields here Twill give you 
a few facts which will sorv 0 to confirm what 
1 have 'Stated, Persons in England can have 
no idea of tho furore. Many of the diamond, 
workings are being deserted. Waggons 
worth £100 a year ago are now bringing 
£170, Household goods aro sacrificed at 
any coat. Ladies, children, and men, all 
have got the gold fever. Diamond claims 
are - almost nnsaleable. The newspapers 
teem with advertisements relative to sales 
of goods belonging to parties who are off to 
the gold-fields. Pa83engerc.arta, fare £18 10s,' 
are fully engaged fpr many weeks to come; 
in fact there is .u regular rush from all parts.” 
— ffime Neies. 

There is consider.-iblo mis.apprehen3ion ex- 
isting on the: gold-fields as to the necessity 
of men working for wages in mining claims 
having miner’s righto. It is widely supposed 
that if the employer bo in possession of a 
right, the workman in an ordinary ckim, or 
in a mining loasehold, nped not have a miner’s 
right. In a case tried at the last sitting of 
the Warden’s Court at Ahaura, a m.an sued 
the holder of a share in a le,nsehoId fur 
wages, while working in the mine, but when 
the plaintiff appeared, it was found that he 



not hold a miner's right, and the. Court 
ruled that ho Imd no iuens staiuli, and more* 
Aver that tlio plaintilf liud dcfdndant hud 

! -endured themselves liable to a ponslty, for 
f the hired man had no rigid, it was th'u 
duty of tho omployor tr> sue that he was pro- 
vided with one. His Worship related a

erne, time -Ijof ore,' where-, a man tnpd foj £90 
Aw.-iges, hut ho was noitsuited)lhrongh hot 
laving a miner’s right, although (t was aiidwn 
that lie had actually given his onipluyer £1 
to take out a right fur him, but the employer 
peglocted to do so. Leasees of mining lease- 
holds need not possess minors’ rights,' hut 
their repreaoiitutivus must, for no ono can 
inine on land under tho jurisdiction of tho 
Gold Fields Acts, without being , the legal 
|jo8scsors of a miner’s right. . It Was 'inci- 
dentally nteiilionud that tlio holding of a 
share in a mining leasehold does not entitle 
a person to vote at eleetinns, although a per- 
son can claim to bo placed on tho electoral 
roll through being a leaseholder.— Grey'^ifiser

, "The Malva.Slmili. 

At the monthly meeting of the National 
Agricultur.al Society of Melhom-nc, the 
Secretary read the following document ; — 
■The National .Agricultural Society of Vic- 
toria having, at tlieir request to the British ' 
Uon.su I in California, received a piickage of 
the seed of this plant in fivst-ola.ss ordoi- and 
fond ition, have much pleasure in olfering to 
their subscribers a i>irtion of the seed for 
planting and report, and they c.an obtain tho, 
I same from the Scerrtary on ajiplication at 
I tlieir offices, Kirk’s .Bazaar, at Melbourne. 

The Malva shrub, is n beautiful evergreen, 
and is valuable in an industrial sense. It 
grows equally well in a' wet or dry season , 
on lowlands or hillBides, rugavdleas of climato 
or sjwci.ol cultivation. It om bo produced 
from seed carelessly strewn, and iu five years 
attains an .average height of 30ft, usinilly sur- 
viving eight years, but the falling seed main- 
tains a iierpctnal growth, and tho tree gives 
better eiTecta than any other known. 

Besides enduring .thq effects of climate the 
foliage can snstaiii cattle and sheep, which 
will leave clover to feed on the large Juicy 
leaves ; and from experiments it has been 
loimd th.at cows give more and richer milk 
from this nutriment. Cattle only browse on 
the leaves ; which are rapidly replaced. Tho 
plant hlooma for nine mouths in tho ye.ar, 
and bees work upon the flowers all the time, 
preferring them to those of others. Tho 
I stem of the shrub, which nttaiii.s about 
I eighteen inches in diameter, after lying on 
I the ground in tho rainy season, becomes par- 
j tially decayed, and exhibits a muss of fine, 

I delicate, and strong fibre callable of being 
iused in the same manner .as fl.ix. One acre 
of these trees, after the first growth, will 
yield ton times tlie fibrous material than an 
acre of flax would, with the .advantage that 
little, or no labour is required. 

Thus tho trees will aid in attracting 
moi.3tuvo to parched conntriea, feed cattle, 
shce]i, and bees, .and .also produce, at an 
early date, an article of comuuu'dal value in 
its fibre. After the sreond year animals may 
be allmved to feed on tbcm with inipunity, 
riiey grow with such exuberance and 
rapidity that leaves eaten off are reproduced 
in a week, and no animals have been known 
to gnaw the branche.'i. 

M’here tliis plant is abundant, it is ,a fact 
tiiat fevers and sickness are rare, as it acts in 
tiie same manner as the sunflower, wl-,ieh is 
known to remove malaria, 

^ It is of immense value in countries dosti- 
.titnto of forests, and which are subjected 
periodically to destructive drought', like 
Auslialia in many parts. 

The season for sowing is immediately be- 
fore tho winter rains ciminu-nce, and the 
]ilanto, when from ten to twelve iiiclms high, 
ought to be transplanted.
